Tbe whole Body of the Mufcle is 
commonly diftinguifhed into three 
parts, viz. The Head or Beginning, 
the Body or Belly, and the Tail or 
Ending; or into the middle, and the 
two Extremities. 

The Head is that part of the Muf: 
cle which arifes from the moft ftable 
part, umto which the ContraQion ‘is 
made; for ’tis a conftant Rule, that 
every “Mufele is moved towards its, 
beginning, which thence may be cal- 
led the Centre of its Motion.

The Belly of a Mufcle is the mid- 

dle part of it, which confifts of flefhy — 
Fibres, red, lax, and fpongeous, as © 
may be diftin€tly obferved in a piece 
of parboited’ Flefh. Now each Fi- 

bre is made up of a vaft number of 
~‘jittle Eibrille, which are fo many. 
very flender hollow Pipes, bound a- 
bout by fmall tranfverfe parallel 
Fhreads, which divide thefe hollow | 
Fibrils into a great many Veficule, or 
Cells, that have no communication 
‘one with another, but only afford a 

_ place of Entertainment for the Blood | 
and Spirits in the AGtion of the Muf 
‘cle. This red colour of the flefhy 
Fibres is only owing to the Blood — 
they receives for upon injefting warm —

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Water plentifully into the Arteries, 
the rednefs abates, and the Fibres put 
‘on the fame colour with thefe di-

The proper conftituent Parts of a 
Mutlcle are thofe already defcribed. 
The common are Arteries, Veins, 
Nerves, Lymphadu€ts, and Fat. The 
* Arteries import the Blood, and the _ 
Veins convey it back again to the - 
Heart ; the Nerves bring Animal Spi- 
rits upon any Impreffion communi- 
‘cated to them from the Mind; the 
Lymphedutts, perhaps, carry back the 
Remains of the nourifhing Juice, to 
be refunded into the Venal Mafs, 
the Fat that’s lodged upom and be- 
‘tween the Fibres, ferves to lubricate 
and render them more fit for A€tion. 


A Mufcle is either fingle or com- 
pound. In the firft all the flefhy Fi- 
bres run parallel to one another, or 
#n the fame direftion; in the latter 
they run in feveral Planes croffing one 
-another, or in different courfes.
